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It  is  sliown  tliat  the  earnings  of  tlie  Main  Stem  and 
the  Branches  stated,  in  comparison  with  the  fiscal  year 
1885,  have  increased  8113,361.34,  and  the  working  ex- 
penses have  increased  850, 895. 53,  making  a  compara- 
tive increase  of  the  net  profits  of  s56,465.81. 

The  exj)enses  of  working  and  keeping  the  roads  and 
machinery  in  repair  amounted  to  85,820,247.08,  being 
59.10  per  cent,  upon  the  earnings,  showing  a  decrease 
of  iVo ths  of  1  per  cent,  comj^ared  witli  the  previous  year. 

A  semi-annual  cash  dividend  of  five  per  cent,  upon 
the  capital  stock  was  paid  on  the  2d  of  N'ovember,  1885, 
and  of  four  per  cent,  on  the  17th  of  May,  1886. 

The  Profit  and  Loss  Account  shows  an  increase  for 
the  past  fiscal  year  of  8232,845.47.  It  will  be  seen  by 
this  account  that  the  Surplus  Fund,  which  represents 
invested  capital  derived  from  net  earnings,  and  which 
is  not  rex)resented  by  either  stock  or  bonds,  now 
amounts  to  848,047,461.16. 

The  payments  for  investments  on  account  of  the 
Sinking  Funds  for  the  redemption  of  the  Sterling  Loans 
due  in  1895,  1902,  1910  and  1927,  during  the  year 
amounted  to  8642,600.79,  which  at  84.84  per  pound 
sterling  make  £132, 768..  15.. 2. 

In  accordance  with  the  agreement  with  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  the  eleventh  annual  payment,  namely, 
840,000,  of  the  principal  of  the  bond  for  one  million 
dollars  given  for  the  purchase  of  the  interest  of  the  City 
in  the  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Railroad  Company, 
has  been  made,  thus  reducing  this  obligation  to 
$560,000.

The  coal  trade  of  the  Main  Stem  shows  an  aggregate 
of  3,673,448  tons,  which  includes  489,361  tons  for  the 
Company's  supply.  Of  this  quantity  that  transported 
for  the  public,  delivered  in  Baltimore,  is  2,237,448  tons, 
and  that  delivered  at  local  and  western  points,  946,639 
tons.  In  the  fiscal  year,  2,427,238  tons  of  coke  and 
coal  were  transported  on  the  Pittsburgh  Division,  and 
1,329,681  tons  of  coal  on  the  Trans- Ohio  Divisions. 
The  aggregate  of  coal  and  coke  thus  transported,  in- 
cluding all  Divisions,  was  7,430,367  tons,  showing  an 
increase  for  the  year  of  1,029,621  tons. 

It  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  General  Manager 
that  the  tonnage  of  through  merchandise  East  and 
West  has  been  2,731,119  tons,  whilst  in  the  preceding 
year  it  was  2,338,147  tons,  showing  an  increase  of 
392,972  tons.  752,150  barrels  of  fiour  and  13,718,428 
bushels  of  grain  were  brought  to  Baltimore  during  the 
fiscal  year,  being  a  decrease  of  14,013  barrels  of  fiour 
and  an  increase  of  670,170  bushels  of  grain  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year.  Of  this  aggregate  of 
grain,  3,437,159  bushels  were  wheat,  9,474,275  bushels 
were  corn  and  684,168  bushels  were  oats,  being  an  in- 
crease of  237,134  bushels  of  wheat,  an  increase  of 
1,090,416  bushels  of  corn  and  a  decrease  of  532,335 
bushels  of  oats.  In  live  stock,  the  traffic  has  been 
70,220  tons,  an  increase  of  2,330  tons,  and  in  lumber 
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brought    to    Baltimore    92,831    tons,    an    increase   of 
6,271  tons.

All  the  tracks  of  the  Main  Stem  and  of  nearly  all 
the  Branches  east  of  the  Ohio  river,  are  now  laid  with 
steel  rails.  The  increased  cost  of  steel  substituted  for 
iron  rails  has  been  uniformly  charged  to  the  Repair 
Account. 

The  condition  of  the  road  bed,  tracks  and  engines 
has  been  maintained  at  a  high  standard.  A  large  num- 
ber of  new  sleeping  coaches,  parlor  and  thoroughfare 
cars  have  been  added,  replete  with  every  modern  im- 
provement and  convenience. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  Report  of  the  General 
Manager,  in  which  will  be  found  much  interesting  in- 
formation in  regard  to  the  working  of  the  roads,  the 
increase  of  plant  and  accommodations,  and  improve- 
ments made  during  the  year. 

20  engines  have  been  built  at  the  Company's  shops, 
3  have  been  rebuilt,  2  have  been  purchased  and  5 
have  been  withdrawn  from  the  service.  Of  the  25 
engines  built,  rebuilt  and  purchased,  20,  being  new  and 
additional  plant,  have  been  charged  to  Rolling  Power, 
and  5  to  replace  that  number  withdrawn,  have  been 
charged  to  the  Repair  Account. 

123  3  cars  have  been  built  and  rebuilt  at  Mount  Clare 
and  other   shops    of   the    Company,   and    30    oil   tank 
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cars  have  been  purchased.  Of  this  number  of  1,248 
cars,  714,  being  new  and  additional  jjlant,  have  been 
charged  to  Rolling  Power,  and  529  to  replace  that 
number  withdrawn  and  destroyed,  have  been  charged 
to  the  Rei^air  Account.  510  cars  have  been  arranged 
for  the  coke  trade,  1,131  cars  have  received  thorough 
rej^airs  and  358  cars  have  been  repainted. 

II. — Op^   the  AVashijVgtox  Branch. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Washington  Branch  is 
shown  by  the  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  D,  E  and  F. 
It  will  be  seen  by  statement  E  that  the  earnings  were 
$325,320.60,  showing  an  increase  of  -^10,012.95  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  expenditures  charged, 
according  to  the  system  explained  in  previous  annual 
reports^  amount  to  890,814.99,  being  for  improvements 
and  for  repairs  of  railway,  depots,  water  stations  and. 
bridges,  and  for  pumping  water.  The  partial  expendi- 
tures charged  being  deducted  from  the  revenue  stated,  the 
sum  of  $234,505.61  remains,  an  increase  of  net  earnings, 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of  $39,734.58.  The 
expenditures  upon  the  Washington  Branch  show  a  de- 
crease, compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of  $29,721.63. 
In  order  to  make  this  Branch  as  i^erfect  as  joossi- 
ble,  important  imjjrovements  continue  to  be  made,  pai^- 
ticularly  in  the  substitution  of  stone  for  gravel  ballast. 
It  is  designed  to  make  the  road  free  from  dust,  and  to 
perfect  it  in  every  practicable  form.  Semi-annual  div- 
idends of  five  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  stock  were 
paid  on  the  2d  of  November,  1885,  and  on  the  21st  of 
April,  1886. 
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III. — Of    the     PARKERSBUKa    BRANCH    RaTLROAD 
COMPA^^Y. 

Statement  Gr  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  the  earn- 
ings of  this  road  for  the  fiscal  year  were  8663,043.75 
and  the  working  expenses  $501,696.50,  showing  net 
$161,347.25.  The  earnings  were  $115,286.40  more  than 
in  the  previous  year,  and  the  expenses  increased 
$2,787.05,  showing  net  increase,  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year,  of  $112,499.35. 

The  aggregate  earnings,  working  expenses,  and  net 
results  of  the  Main  Stem,  including  the  Winchester  and 
Potomac,  Winchester  and  Strasburg,  the  Strasburg  and 
Harrisonburg,  the  Metropolitan  Branch,  the  Washing- 
ton City  and  Point  Lookout,  the  Fairmont,  Morgan- 
town  and  Pittsburgh,  and  South  Branch  Railroads;

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The  net  earnings  of  tlie  Chicago  Division,  of  the 
Wheeling  and  Pittsburgli  Division,  and  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Division,  have  been  credited  to  the  accounts 
for  interest  of  those  Companies. 

The  2)assenger  earnings  on  the  entire  system  in  1885 
were  $3,790,926.37,  and  in  1886,  $4,276,363.86— an  in- 
crease of  $485,437.49. 

The  tonnage  earnings  on  the  entire  system  in  1885 
were  $12,825,715-50,  and  in  1886,  $14,146,073.33— am 
increase  of  $1,320,357.83. 

The  aggregate  working  expenses  of  the  Main  Stem, 
with  all  Branches  and  Divisions,  were  65.33  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  gross  revenues,  being  iV'i)ths  of  1  per 
cent,  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

The  condition  of  all  our  lines,  their  roadbeds,  tracks, 
and  structures,  has  not  only  been  fully  maintained,  but 
continuously  and  permanently  improved. 

The  Pittsburgh  ai^d  Cornells ville  Railroad.

The  earnings  were  $430,124.77  more  than  those  of  the 
previous  year,  and  the  expenses  increased  $361,123.53, 
showing  net  increase  comi)ared  with  the  preceding  year 
of  $69,001.24.  The  increase  in  the  ratio  of  working 
expenses  has  been  4.01  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year.

The  earnings  were  $373,955.92  more  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  whilst  the  expenses  increased  $365,644.60, 
showing  a  comparative  increase  of  $8,311.32. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  line  between  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  was 
opened  for  passenger  and  freight  traffic  on  the  19th 
ultimo.  The  road  is  strictly  first  class,  being  laid  with 
steel  rails  and  stone  ballasted.  Commodious  passen- 
ger stations  and  freight  warehouses  have  been  erected 
at  many  points,  and  at  Newark  and  Wilmington,  Dela- 
ware, and  Chester,  Pennsylvania,  handsome  passenger 
stations  of  stone  and  brick  are  being  built.  At  24th 
and  Chestnut  streets,  Philadelphia,  the  main  station  is 
in  course  of  erection.  The  structure  will  be  substan- 
tial, ornate  and  complete  in  all  its  appointments.  The 
principal  offices  of  the  Division  will  also  be  located  in 
the  main  station.  The  Schuylkill  River  East  Side 
Railroad,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  is  the  connecting 
link  between  the  Philadelphia  line  and  the  system  of 
the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Co.     The  work 
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on  tliis  part  of  the  route  has  necessarily  been  difficult 
and  tedious,  but  its  completion  is  anticipated  in  the 
month  of  December,  when  passengers  from  New  York 
will  be  carried,  without  change  of  cars,  to  Baltimore, 
Washington  and  all  points  on  the  system  of  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  Company.  The  Delaware  Branch  Rail- 
road, extending  from  a  point  on  the  line  of  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad,  is  also  nearing 
completion.  By  this  branch,  the  principal  docks  and 
large  manufacturing  establishments  on  the  Delaware 
river  will  be  reached. 

The  increase  in  the  earnings  of  the  Baltimore  &:  Oliio 
Telegraph  Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Septem- 
ber 30,  has  been  172  per  cent,  compared  with  1884,  and 
41fV\  per  cent,  compared  with  1885.  In  the  midst  of 
acute  competition,  the  large  and  increasing  patronage 
thus  commanded  demonstrates  the  strength  of  the 
Company  and  the  value  and  efficiency  of  its  service. 
The  fact  that  the  Telegraph  Company,  in  addition  to 
its  value  in  facilitating  the  varied  business  operations 
of  the  Railroad  Company,  has  not  only  paid  to  that 
Company  the  agreed  annual  rental  for  the  use  of  the 
wires  on  its  railroads  not  needed  for  railroad  purposes, 
but  has  also  shown  a  satisfactory  net  earning  capacity, 
fully  vindicates  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  in  establish- 
ing its  telegraph  system.  The  poles  and  wires  of  the 
entire  system  have  been  maintained  and  improved  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  extensions  continue  to  be  made  from 
time  to  time  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  public 
and  the  growing  business  of  the  Company. 

The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Employees  Relief  Association 
continues  to  prosper  and  to  grow  in  popularity  with 
the  men  in  the  service.     Its  membership  now  numbers 
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20,297,  an  increase  of  4,001  over  last  year.  The  dis- 
bursements to  the  members  during  the  year  amounted 
to  $217,704.16,  making  an  aggregate  of  disbursements, 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  Association  on  May  1, 
1880,  of  $1,245,156. 

The  Savings  and  Building  Features,  as  their  work- 
ings become  known,  are  receiving  higher  appreciation. 
There  have  been  653  new  accounts  opened  in  the  Savings 
Bank  during  the  year.  The  deposits  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $209,790.22,  making  a  grand  total,  since 
the  inauguration  of  these  features  on  August  1,  1882, 
of  $506,400.97.  Of  this  amount,  $151,004.51  has  been 
withdrawn  by  depositors  and  $306, 863. 19  has  been  loaned 
at  a  low  rate  of  interest  to  such  employees  as  desired  to  . 
construct,  purchase  or  improve  homesteads  upon  the 
Company's  lines. 

The  Pension  Feature  continues  to  prove  valuable  as 
a  reward  to  employees  for  long  and  faithful  services. 
31  additional  names  have  been  placed  on  the  roll 
during  the  year,  and  14  deaths  have  occurred.  128 
men  now  receive  benefits  from  the  Pension  fund. 

The  River  and  Harbor  Bill,  of  August,  1886,  con- 
tained an  appropriation  of  $150,000  for  continuing  the 
work  of  widening  the  channel  to  the  port  of  Baltimore 
to  400  feet,  and  dredging,  which  had  been  suspended 
for  want  of  funds  since  June  30,  1885,  has  been  re- 
sumed under  the  charge  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  W.  P. 
Craighill,  of  the  U.  S.  Engineer  Department.  It  is 
estimated  that  $80,000  will  complete  the  undertaking, 
and  this  sum  Congress  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  at 
its  next  session.  The  port  of  Baltimore  will  therefore 
soon  have  a  channel  of  a  uniform  width  of  400  feet, 
with    a   present   depth  of   27   feet  at   mean  low  tide. 
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The  commanding  value  of  this  port  for  the  large 
sections  and  communities  which  avail  of  it  for  exports 
and  imports,  and  the  necessity  for  a  greater  width  of 
channel  for  the  vessels  of  large  tonnage  which  now 
come  to  Baltimore,  will  doubtless  cause  Congress  at  an 
early  day  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  widen  the 
channel  to  600  feet.  As  the  material  through  which  it 
has  been  excavated  has  been  soft  and  yielding,  the 
cost  of  the  work  will  be  quite  small  compared  with 
the  advantages  and  economies  to  be  gained  by  having 
a  channel  of  a  uniform  width  of  600  feet. 

The  Board  express  with  pleasure  their  continued 
appreciation  of  the  successful  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Comx:)any  through  the  faithfulness  and 
efficiency  of  the  officers  and  employees  in  all  dej^art- 
ments  of  the  service.

Railway, — 5,515  tons  of  steel  rail  have  been  used ;  37.11  miles  of 
track  reballasted  with  stone,  and  226,063  cross-ties  placed  in  the 
track,  including  those  laid  in  new  sidings.  328i  cubic  yards  of 
masonry  have  been  rebuilt  in  retaining  wall  along  the  approach  to  the 
Ohio  river  bridge,  at  Bellaire,  in  Ohio. 

Bridges. — 1,974  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  rebuilt  in  abut- 
ments at  bridge  No.  4,  Carey  street,  Baltimore,  bridge  No.  46  ?  and 
street  bridge,  Cumberland,  and  in  pier  at  bridge  No.  154;  and  629 
cubic  yards  of  masonry  rebuilt  in  culverts  at  No.  5  arch,  85  mile  post, 
No.  12  Water  Station,  Henry  ton,  east  of  Washington  Junction,  bridge 
No.  109,  and  Fairmont.  Bridges  Nos.  92, 117, 118, 119, 120, 121, 122, 
123, 124, 127, 128, 129, 130, 131, 132, 133, 136, 137, 139, 140, 141,  142, 
145  and  146  have  been  repaired,. adjusted,  painted  and  the  chords  re- 
newed ;  bridges  Nos.  3, 17, 18,  35,  47,  51i  and  68  have  had  the  tracks, 
ties  and  tie-stays  renewed;  bridges  Nos.  26,  40,  47,  53,  55,  57,  59,  63, 
64,  65,  77,  104,  153,  154  and  the  Ohio  river  bridge,  at  Benwood,  have 
been  adjusted;  the  reinforcing  trusses  renewed  in  Bridges  Nos.  47 
and  55 ;  the  tie-stays  renewed  in  bridges  Nos.  64,  65  and  67 ;  the 
struts,  braces,  ties  and  tie-stays  renewed,  and  additional  I  beams  put 
on  bridge  No.  25 ;  the  wall  plates,  ties  and  tie-stays  renewed  at  cul- 
A^ert  at  85  mile  post ;  the  chords,  ties  and  bearing  timbers  renewed  at 
bridges  Nos.  153  and  154 ;  the  ties  and  bearing  timbers  renewed  at 
bridge  No.  104 ;  the  ties  and  guard  timbers  renewed  at  bridges  Nos. 
102  and  103,  additional  floor  beams  put  in  at  bridge  No.  149,  and 
reinforcing  trusses  put  in  the  east  span  at  bridge  No.  63,  and  the  high- 
way bridge  at  Fayette  street,  Cumberland.  The  highway  bridge,  east 
of  Mannington,  has  been  renewed  and  raised  to  twenty  feet  above  the 
rail ;  three  highway  bridges  at  McMechin's  Cut  have  been  raised  to 
twenty  feet  above  the  rail ;  and  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to 
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the  highway  bridges  at  Greemvacle's  Crossing,  the  street  and  hotel 
bridges  at  Oakland,  80  Cut  and  Grafton. 

Depots  and  Buildings. — At  Locust  Point,  the  floor  in  the  old  coffee 
warehouse  and  the  fender  piles  at  the  wharves  at  Elevators  B  and  C 
have  been  renewed ;  the  roofs  of  the  buildings,  80x150  feet,  on  pier 
23  and  24,  and  87x720  feet  on  pier  31  and  32,  have  been  painted  ;  two 
outside  legs  of  barge  slips,  each  45  feet  long,  and  the  dividing  leg  90 
feet  in  length,  have  been  renewed ;  the  piles  and  floor  have  been  re- 
newed and  the  entire  wharf,  76x212  feet,  at  Crane  wharf,  placed  in 
good  repair ;  the  decks,  pilot  house  and  wood  work  of  tug  Transfer 
have  been  renewed,  and  on  Barge  B  the  sides  have  been  renewed  and 
the  decks  recaulked.  An  oil  house,  13x17  feet,  covered  with  metal, 
has  been  built,  and  at  pier  31  and  32,  35  feet  of  sheet  piling  have 
been  driven  and  the  space  filled.  !N"ew  floors  have  been  placed  in  the 
sand  house  at  Eiverside,  and  at  Spear's  wharf  the  warehouses  have 
been  repaired,  and  openings  cut  on  each  floor  and  hung  with  iron 
doors,  aff"ording  easy  communication  between  all  the  houses.

on  the  shipping  platform,  erected ;  one  fourth  of  the  floor  of  shop 
No.  2  has  been  renewed,  and  an  additional  boiler  room,  llix38  feet. 
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covered  with  iron,  built;  an  addition,  31x45  feet,  to  the  boiler  shop, 
covered  with  iron,  for  boiler  and  engine  room,  and  330  feet  lineal  of 
fence,  11  feet  3  inches  high,  at,  Poppleton  and  McHenry  streets,  have 
been  erected. 

At  Eelay,  170  feet  lineal  of  bulk  head,  12  feet  high ;  150  feet  lineal 
of  fence,  8  feet  high ;  a  shed,  9x16  feet,  and  a  coal  bin,  7x7  feet,  33  feet 
long,  have  been  rebuilt ;  a  frame  building,  14x14  feet,  has  been  fitted 
up  for  an  office  for  the  Supervisor  of  Track ;  87  new  hot-beds,  a  work 
room,  8x8  feet,  and  110  feet  lineal  of  fence,  8  feet  high,  have  been 
erected.  The  following  buildings  have  been  painted :  waiting  rooms, 
express  office  and  water-closets,  at  Frederick ;  water-closets  at  Ellicott 
City,  Frederick  Junction,  Duffields  and  Cumberland ;  tool  houses  at 
"Woodbine,  Mt.  Airy,  Frederick,  Frederick  Junction,  Hartman's  and 
Berlin.  945  feet  lineal  of  wooden  platform  have  been  rebuilt  at 
Watersville,  Adamstown,  Shenandoah  Junction,  Martinsburg,  Sir 
John's  Run,  North  Mountain,  French's  and  Green  Spring,  and  716 
feet  lineal  of  cinder  platform  at  Bartholows,  Weverton,  Sandy  Hook 
and  Cherry  Run.  The  stock  yard,  22x68  feet,  with  double  chute,  at 
Point  of  Rocks,  and  two  pens,  each  15x16  feet,  at  Hancock,  have  been 
rebuilt;  1,418  square  feet  of  floor,  in  machine  shop,  and  1,290  square 
feet  of  floor,  in  boiler  shop,  at  Martinsburg ;  the  slate  roof  on  the 
round  house,  and  the  scale  house,  10x22  feet,  at  Cumberland;  and 
209  squares  of  the  metal  roof  on  the  passenger  depot  at  Wheeling, 
have  been  renewed ;  the  passenger  depot,  at  AVheeling,  has  been  re- 
paired and  painted,  and  extensive  repairs  made  to  the  hotel  buildings 
at  Deer  Park  and  Oakland. 

At  Bartholows,  a  telegraph  office,  10x18  feet;  at  Sandy  Hook,  an 
office,  for  the  Master  Mechanic,  16x20  feet;  at  Oakland,  an  addition 
to  the  boiler  house,  9x12  feet ;  and  at  Deer  Park,  additional  servants 
quarters  at  the  hotel,  10x20  feet,  two  stories  high,  have  been  built; 
at  Cumberland,  500  feet  lineal  of  fence  have  been  built  at  the  reservoir, 
and  760  feet  of  water  pipe  laid;  and  at  Deer  Park,  the  artesian  well 
has  been  sunk  1,160  feet  during  the  year. 
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Water  Stations. — Two  tubs,  of  21,000  gallons  capacity  each,  at  Mt. 
Clare ;  two,  of  28,000  gallons  each,  at  Hartman's ;  one,  of  40,000  gal- 
lons, at  Sandy  Hook  ;  two,  of  28,000  gallons  each,  at  Sir  John's  Run, 
and  a  cistern  of  4,700  gallons,  at  Rawlings ;  the  power  houses,  11x22 
feet,  at  Rawlings,  and  12x18  feet,  at  Fairmont,  have  been  rebuilt.

1.98  miles  of  new  siding  and  2,407  cubic  yards  of  masonry,  in  the 
improvement  at  Tray  Run,  have  been  laid.  At  Bridge  No.  4,  Carey 
street,  Baltimore,  a  plate  girder  has  been  erected  in  place  of  the 
former  truss,  and  a  new  iron  bridge,  of  961  feet  span,  has  been  built  at 
Bridge  No.  134.  Iron  I  beams  have  been  put  on  culverts  at  85  mile 
post  and  on  both  tracks  at  Bridge  No.  46 2.  At  Locust  Point,  coal 
chutes,  194  feet  long,  for  handling  coal,  with  an  incline  approach, 
260  feet  long,  and  Barge  G,  33  feet  wide  and  195  feet  long,  with  a 
capacity  of  ten  cars,  have  been  constructed.  A  freight  house,  16x24 
feet,  at  Eetterman,  and  one,  16x17  feet,  at  Cherry  Run ;  a  sand  house, 
12x16  feet,  at  Rowlesburg,  and  one,  12x14  feet,  at  Fairmont;  an  ice 
house,  40x80  feet,  with  platform  6x80  feet,  and  85  cubic  yards  of 
masonry  in  foundation,  at  .Keyser;  and  two  cottages,  32x39  ^  feet,  two 
stories  and  attic  in  height,  at  Deer  Park,  have  been  built.  At  Deer 
Park,  a  natatorium,  86^x862-  feet,  with  boiler  room  14x26  feet,  has 
been  erected ;  449  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  founda- 
tions for  the  building,  which  contains  two  swimming  pools,  30x60 
feet  each,  gentlemen's  and  ladies'  waiting  rooms,  and  32  dressing 
rooms.

6  flexible  shaft,  one  pulverizing  machine,  and  one  1500-pound  scale ; 
at  Locust  Point  West  Station,  two  hydraulic  jacks ;  at  Leadenhall 
Station,  one  shearing  machine ;  at  Frederick  Junction,  one  track  scale  ; 
at  Martinsburg,  one  22- inch  portable  rotary  valve-seat  planing  ma- 
chine, and  at  Cumberland  Mill,  three  rolls  for  new  style  of  12-inch 
channels.

The  Philadelphia  Division  was  transferred  from  the  constructing 
to  the  operating  officers  May  25,  and  on  July  11  a  passenger  schedule 
betAveen  Baltimore  and  Wilmington,  and  a  freight  schedule  between 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  went  into  effect.     On  September  19  the 
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entire  line  between  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  was  opened  for  pas- 
senger, freight  and  express  business. 

The  east  bound  or  first  track  has  been  ballasted,  and  33.8  miles  of 
second  track  have  been  completed  and  put  in  operation  between  Canton 
and  Matthews,  AYest  Junction  and  Chester,  and  Holmes  and  Chest- 
nut Street  Station,  Philadelphia.  Four  additional  miles  of  second 
track  haye  been  laid,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  but  had  not  been  bal- 
lasted, and  twelve  additional  miles  of  second  track  are  being  used  as 
sidings,  at  various  points.  8.24  miles  of  siding  and  1-iO  miles  of 
fence,  along  the  line,  have  also  been  built. 

Turn-tables  and  engine  sheds  have  been  built  at  Bay  View  and 
60th  street,  Philadelphia ;  permanent  passenger  depots  and  platforms, 
at  Cowenton,  Preston,  Havre-de-Grace,  Whittaker  and  Singerly; 
passenger  platforms  and  waiting  sheds,  at  Herring  Eun,  Rosedale, 
Eossville,  Matthews,  Clayton,  Abingdon,  Swan  Creek,  Barksdale, 
Harmony,  Harvey  and  Carpenter ;  passenger  platforms,  at  Newark, 
Folsom  and  Mt.  Moriah ;  passenger  and  freight  depots  and  platforms, 
at  Aberdeen  and  Chester;  freight  depot,  waiting  shed  and  platform, 
at  Bradshaw ;  freight  depots  at  Joppa  and  at  corner  of  Water  and 
Market  streets,  Wilmington ;  cattle  pens,  at  58th  street,  Philadelphia ; 
power  houses  at  Preston  and  Singerly,  and  water  tanks  at  Bay  View, 
Preston,  Havre-de-Grace,  Singerly  and  Newark.  Penstocks  have 
been  erected  at  Canton,  Wilmington,  Chester  and  Philadelphia  and 
connections  made  for  a  supply  of  ivater  from  the  city  mains.  At 
Philadelphia  an  iron  shed,  100x300  feet,  has  been  erected  for  passenger 
traffic,  and  at  Pace  street,  on  the  Schuylkill,  and  at  Dickenson  street 
and  Pier  40,  on  the  Delaware,  large  freight  houses,  covered  on  the 
sides  and  roof  with  iron,  have  been  built. 

Brick  passenger  depots  are  now  in  course  of  erection  at  ^NTewark, 
Wilmington,  Chester  and  Philadelphia,  and  combined  depots  are  be- 
ing erected  at  Bradshaw,  Joppa,  Churchville,  Frenchtown,  Leslie, 
Childs  and  Kiamensi.

32.55  miles  of  track  were  reballasted — 27.41  miles 
with  stone  and  5.14  miles  with  slag.  1,126  feet  lineal  of  elevated 
coal  tracks,  in  Pittsburgh  yard,  have  been  extensively  repaired,  and 
106,645  cross-ties  have  been  used,  including  the  number  laid  in  new 
sidings. 

^nc?^cs.— Bridges  Nos.  1,  2,  8,  9,  10,  14,  16,  28,  29,  36,^38,  42,  62, 
64,  66  and  71  have  been  extensively  repaired ;  new  floor  beams  placed 
in  bridge  No.  8;  new  ties  on  bridges  Nos.  11,  16,  51,  55,  59  and  70; 
and  bridges  Nos.  18,  20,  24,  25,  29,  42  and  71  have  been  painted. 
The  overhead  bridge,  60  feet  long,  west  of  Sand  Patch,  has  been  re- 
built. 

Depots  and  Buildings. — At  Pittsburgh,  the  offices  and  ladies'  wait- 
ing room  at  the  depot  have  been  painted ;  new  floors  laid  in  freight 
house  No.  2 ;  the  center  stone  renewed  under  the  turn-table  and  the 
turn-table  pit  paved.  A  new  roof  has  been  placed  on  one  dwelling 
at  McKeesport,  and  the  depot,  lawn  fence,  telegraph  office  and  one 
dwelling  painted.

300  feet  lineal  of  crib-work,  8  feet  high,  and  600  feet  lineal,  18  feet 
high,  and  1,733  cubic  yards  of  masonry  in  retainmg  wall,  have  been 
built  along  Second  avenue,  in  Pittsburgh ;  and  262  cubic  yards  of  • 
masonry  have  been  laid  in  completing  the  walls  at  Tenth  Street 
Crossing,  Pittsburgh. 

The  entire  system  of  tracks  at  the  east  and  west  ends  of  Glenwood 
yard  has  been  rearranged  to  accommodate  the  heavy  traffic  centering 
there  from  the  Pittsburgh  and  Wheeling  Divisions,  and  from  the 
Pittsburgh  Junction  and   Pittsburgh  and  Western  Railroads.     25 
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cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  retaining  wall ;  240  feet 
lineal  of  pile  trestling,  25  feet  high,  have  been  erected,  and  8,993  feet 
of  new  sidings,  and  a  complete  system  of  cross-over  switches  have 
been  built. 

At  Falls  Cut,  a  large  number  of  additional  timbers  have  been  put 
in  as  a  protection  against  slides. 

328  feet  lineal  of  iron  I  beams  have  been  used  in  renewing  bridges 
:Nros.  3  and  63. 

20  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  built  in  two  culverts  at  Grove, 
and  5,400  brick  laid  in  a  sewer  at  McKeesport. 

The  bridge  at  Indian  Creek  has  been  rebuilt  with  a  new  iron, 
double  track  superstructure  of  104-feet  span.  542  cubic  yards  of 
masonry,  60  cubic  yards  of  rip-rap  and  84  cubic  yards  of  concrete 
were  used  in  the  construction  of  the  two  abutments. 

At  Pittsburgh,  a  new  hoisting  apparatus,  for  handling  heavy  ma- 
chinery, etc.,  has  been  erected  at  the  freight  house,  and  two  water 
closets  put  in  at  the  offices  at  5  th  avenue  and  Wood  street. 

The  inclined  track  leading  from  the  Pittsburgh  yard  and  rising 
twenty  feet  to  the  grade  of  Tenth  street,  south  side,  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  a  substantial  depot,  25x87  feet,  erected  and  painted. 
2,300  square  feet  of  platform,  and  a  thoroughly  macadamised  wagon 
road,  have  been  constructed  around  the  building.  Heretofore  rival 
companies  have  absolutely  controlled  the  carrying  trade  of  one  of  the 
largest  manufacturing  districts  of  Pittsburgh — the  South  Side — which 
the  completion  of  this  improvement  enables  this  Company  to  share, 
and  already  large  quantites  of  general  merchandize,  manufactured 
products  and  crude  supplies  for  the  South  Side  and  Birmingham 
Mills  have  passed  through  the  "  South  Side  depot,"  a  trade  that  until 
the  present  has  been  an  unknown  factor  in  our  Pittsburgh  business. 

At  Glenwood,  a  brick  sand  house,  24x26  feet ;  a  two-story  brick 
oil  house,  20x60  feet;  a  car  inspector's  house,  15x24  feet;  and  a  coal 
house,  10x12  feet,  at  the  depot,  have  been  erected.  8  cubic  yards  of 
masonry  have  been  built  in  foundation  for  wood  planer;  seven 
hydrants  placed  in  the  round  house  for  washing  boilers ;  three  fire 
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plugs  put  in,  connected  with  the  city  water  supply,  and  sheds  erect- 
ed over  each  for  storing  hose.  600  feet  of  one-inch  water  pipe  have 
been  laid  at  the  dwelling,  and  the  ice  house,  20x70  feet,  painted.

The  manufacturing  industries  at  and  immediately  east  of  McKees- 
port make  it  no  insignificant  rival  of  the  Iron  City,  and  the  heavy 
suburban  business  transacted  between  these  two  cities  has  made  it 
necessary  to  provide  more  commodious  terminal  facilities  for  the 
eighteen  trains  running  daily  exclusively  between  these  points,  and 
to  reach  and  handle  the  rapidly  growing  business  of  this  vicinity. 
Several  acres  of  ground  have  therefore  been  secured  at  Ellrod,  upon 
which  a  60-feet  turn-table,  with  the  necessary  sidings,  have  been 
erected.

13,730  square  feet  of  passenger  platform  have  been  built  at  Soho, 
Hazlewood,  Glenwood,  City  Farm,  Rankin,  Braddock,  Bessemer, 
Demmler,  Riverton,  Long  Run,  Snyder,  Layton,  Broadford,  Beck's 
Cut  and  Cook's  Mill. 
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Ten  watch  boxes  and  forty  signs  at  stations  have  been  erected ;  9 
cubic  yards  of  masonry  built  in  cellar  wall  of  dwelling,  at  Copper 
Works,  and  two  new  chifnneys  erected  at  dwelling,  Draketown ;  at 
Connellsville,  a  house,  12x14  feet,  has  been  built  over  the  oil  tank ; 
and  at  Pinkerton,  a  power  house,  16x28  feet,  has  been  erected. 

776  feet  of  water  pipe  have  been  laid  at  the  dwelling  at  Bear  Eun, 
and  70  feet  of  water  pipe  have  been  laid,  and  a  hydrant  erected  at 
Mills. 

305  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  foundations  for  tanks 
at  Yoder,  Pinkerton,  Indian  Creek  and  Jim  Eun,  and  for  steam 
power  at  Pinkerton;  600  feet  of  4-inch  water  pipe  laid  at  Yoder, 
Pinkerton,  Indian  Creek  and  Jim  Eun,  and  1,188  feet  of  3-inch  pipe 
at  Pinkerton  and  Indian  Creek,  and  at  Yoder  100  feet  of  sewer  pipe.

Maixtexaxce  axd  Operation. 

Railicay. — 2,437  tons  of  rail  were  nsed  on  this  Division — 809  tons 
of  steel  and  257  tons  iron  between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  and  1,371 
tons  steel  between  Newark  and  Columbus.  28.8  miles  of  track  have 
been  reballasted — 24.8  miles  between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  and  4 
miles  between  Newark  and  Columbus.  7-16  miles  of  wire  fence  have 
been  rebuilt — 4.16  miles  between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  and  3  miles 
between  Newark  and  Columbus.  128,881  cross-ties  have  been  used 
between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  and  36,028  betAveen  Newark  and 
Columbus.  Included  in  these  quantities  are  the  cross-ties  used  in 
new  sidings  and  second  track.  46  standard  cattle  guards  have  been 
substituted  for  the  former  style,  and  two  old  style  have  been  rebuilt. 
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Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  Franklin  tunnel,  and  forty  cubic 
yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  repairing  the  arch  in  Cambridge 
tunnel. 

Bridges. — 2-i  feet  lineal  of  trestle  work  have  been  rebuilt,  and  on' 
97  feet  lineal  the  ties  and  tie-stays  have  been  renewed.  At  bridge 
No.  2,  45  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  rebuilt  in  the  east  pier 
to  replace  defective  masonry.  The  floor  beams  have  been  wholly  or 
partially  renewed  in  bridges  Xos.  7,  8,  9  and  11 ;  the  stringers  and 
ties  renewed  in  the  wooden  span,  at  bridge  ]S"o.  7 ;  14  lateral  braces 
renewed  in  bridge  Xo.  11 ;  the  ties  and  stays  renewed  in  bridge  Xo. 
18 ;  the  ties  on  fiO  feet  of  bridge  Xo.  23,  and  two  bents  under  the 
trestle  at  Lower  Eamp  Creek.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to 
the  trestle  at  bridge  Xo.  10,  and  an  additional  pile  trestle  placed 
under  bridge  Xo.  44.  Two  overhead  bridges, '  each  forty-two  feet 
long,  at  and  west  of  Burtons,  and  tvvo,  22  and  28  feet  long  respec- 
tively, west  of  Salesville,  have  been  rebuilt.  The  floor  beams,  joists 
and  floor  in  the  overhead  bridge  at  Belmoxit,  and  the  joists  and  part 
of  the  floor  in  the  one  at  Salesville,  have  been  renewed,  and  extensive 
repairs  made  to  the  street  bridge,  at  Bellaire. 

Depots  and  Buildings. — 2,100  square  feet  of  passenger  platform 
have  been  rebuilt  at  Black  Lick,  Pleasant  Valley,  Spencer's  and 
Bellaire.  The  stock  yards  and  floors  of  chutes  at  Belmont  and 
Quaker  City  have  been  rebuilt ;  the  yards  at  Sj^encer's  repaired,  and 
100  feet  of  the  fence  around  yard  at  Zanesville  rebuilt.  The  spouting 
and  conductors  on  passenger  depot,  at  Zanesville,  the  conductors  on 
freight  depot;  425  square  feet  of  pavement  at  dwelling  on  Main 
street,  have  been  repaired;  the  braces  in  turn -table  renewed,  and  043 
feet  lineal  of  shop  fence  rebuilt.  Portions  of  the  roof  and  floor  of 
the  dwelling  at  Campbell's  have  been  renewed ;  at  Xi3fF's  Siding,  one 
room  has  been  ceiled  and  the  floor  relaid,  and  at  Xorwich  a  new  slate 
roof  and  spouting  has  been  placed  on  the  Company's  tenement.  The 
sills  have  been  renewed  on  ash  pit,  at  Xorwich,  and  the  coal  bin  for 
helper  has  been  rebuilt.  At  Bellaire,  the  old  water  station  bouse 
has  been  repaired  and  fitted  up  Avitli  shelving  for  a  casting  room. 
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Wate7'  Stations. — A  portion  of  the  roof  and  floor  of  water  station  at 
Glencoe ;  the  roof  of  power  honse  at  Black  Hand,  and  a  portion  of 
the  roof  of  the  station  at  Cambridge,  have  been  renewed.  At  Spen- 
cer's, a  new  pump  has  been  placed  in  the  station,  and  at  Spencer's  and 
Gibson's,  the  floors  of  the  tubs  have  been  lined  and  packed  with  saw- 
dust, and  the  floor  of  the  engine  rooms  renewed  and  the  trestles  re- 
built under  the  tub  at  Union. 

COXSTRUCTIOX    AXD    ImPROVEMEXT. 

1.54  miles  of  new  siding  have  been  built — 1.19  miles  between 
Bellaire  and  Xewark,  and  .35  miles  between  Newark  and  Columbus. 
2.31  miles  of  new  wire  fence  have  been  built  between  Newark  and 
Columbus.  Two  new  cattle  guards  have  been  built  at  the  entrances 
to  the  shop  yard  at  Zanesville,  and  16  standard  cattle  guards  have 
been  built  on  the  second  track  between  Newark  and  Columbus.         *, 

In  addition  to  the  cross-ties  enumerated  as  having  been  used  in 
maintenance  and  new  sidings,  17,909  first  class  ties  have  been  used 
in  the  construction  of  the  second  track  between  Newark  and  Colum- 
bus, which  has  been  extended  west  from  Granville  Junction  to  Union, 
a  distance  of  2.6  miles,  and  east  from  Caldwell  to  west  end  of  Alum 
Creek  Bridge,  a  distance  of  5.1  miles.  Six  miles  of  the  new  second 
track  have  been  ballasted.  The  second  track  on  this  division  now 
extends  from  Lockport  to  Union,  and  from  Big  Walnut  to  Columbus, 
an  aggregate  of  12.6  miles. 

In  the  original  construction  of  the  road  the  grade  was  depressed 
between  Alum  Creek  and  the  overhead  bridge  at  Johnstown  pike, 
about  one  mile  west.  During  the  year  the  grade  between  these  points 
has  been  made  uniform,  requiring  the  raising  of  the  track,  in  some 
places,  nine  feet,  and  of  the  bridge  at  Alum  Creek  about  two  feet. 

At  Caldwell,  the  grading  is  nearly  completed  for  the  entrance  tracks 
at  each  end  of  the  new  yard,  and  a  trestle,  16  feet  high  and  60  feet 
long,  for  two  traces,  is  being  erected. 

104  feet  lineal  of  openings  at  stone  culverts  have  been  spanned 
with  iron  I  beam  stringers,  between  Newark  and  Columbus,  and  36 
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feet  lineal  of  iron  I  beams  have  been  substituted  for  wooden  stringers 
on  trestles  between  Bellaire  and  Newark.  318  cubic  yards  of  masonry 
have  been  laid  in  extensions  to  culverts  for  the  second  track,  between 
Columbus  and  N'ewark,  and  at  bridge  No.  6,  905  cubic  yards  of 
masonry  have  been  erected  in  two  abutments  and  one  pier  for  a  new 
bridge. 

New  passenger  depots,  16x32  feet,  have  been  built  at  Black  Lick 
and  Union,  and  one  20x60  feet,  at  Concord.  3,263  square  feet  of 
passenger  platform  have  been  built  at  Black  Lick,  Union,  Concord 
and  Gaston's  Mines ;  96  square  feet  of  additional  freight  platform  at 
Bellaire ;  and  204  feet  lineal  of  gravel  and  cinder  platform  at  Union, 
Concord  and  Bailey's  Mill ;  at  Zanesville,  132  square  feet  of  pavement 
have  been  laid  at  the  passenger  depot. 

At  the  National  House,  Bellaire,  a  coal  house,  10x12  feet;  one, 
7x5  feet,  at  Children's  Home,  and  a  coal  bin,  9x10  feet,  under  the 
platform,  at  Concord,  have  been  erected.  At  Black  Hand,  a  hand 
car  house,  10x10  feet ;  at  Concord,  a  Avater  closet,  5x9  feet ;  and  at 
Tunnel  Hill,  a  watch  box,  8x10  feet,  have  been  built.  At  Newark, 
32 J  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  for  foundations  for 
machinery.  At  Bellaire,  a  new  penstock  has  been  erected  opposite 
the  stock  yards,  and  65  feet  of  6-inch  and  42  feet  of  3-inch  pipe  laid. 
At  Lewis'  Mill,  26  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  founda- 
tions for  a  water  tank,  and  a  new  tub,  16x20  feet,  erected.  The  old 
tub  has  been  raised  to  the  level  of  the  new,  125  feet  of  6-inch  and 
104  feet  of  4-inch  pipe  laid.  A  new  pump  has  been  placed  in  the 
power  house. 

The  Bellaire  and  St.  Clairsville  Railroad  (narrow  gauge)  extending 
from  St.  Clairsville  Junction  to  St.  Clairsville,  a  distance  of  6*  miles, 
having  been  widened  to  standard  gauge,  an  agreement  was  effected 
with  that  company,  under  the  terms  of  Avhich  through  trains  between 
St.  Clairsville  and  AVheeling  were  put  in  operation  August  16.

Maixtexaxce  and  Operation. 

Raihvay. — 517  tons  of  rail  Avere  used  (luring  the  year;  480  feet  of 
,  track  reballasted  with  gravel,  and  7.43  miles  of  fence  rebuilt  with 
wire.  67,607  cross-ties  were  used,  including  those  laid  in  new  sid- 
ings.    59  standard  cattle  guards  have  been  built. 

Bridges. — 4,404  feet  lineal  of  trestle  work  have  been  extensively 
repaired,  and  177  feet  lineal  have  been  rebuilt;  two  additional  trestles 
have  been  placed  under  bridge  Xo.  8,  and  16  new  trestles  erected 
under  bridge  IS^o.  9.  14  floor  beams  have  been  renewed  in  bridge 
Xo.  1,  and  the  ties  renewed  on  bridge  No.  11.  One  farm  bridge  has 
been  rebuilt ;  720  square  feet  of  the  floor  renewed  on  the  street  bridge, 
Plymouth  ;  and  the  ties  and  bulkhead  renewed  in  the  trussed  girder, 
at  Prouts. 

Depots  and  Buildings. — At  Newark,  a  room  for  unclaimed  freight 
has  been  fitted  up  in  the  freight  house ;  28  doors  renewed  on  the 
round  house  and  boiler,  saw  and  smith  shops,  and  extensive  repairs 
made  to  the  floor  of  the  round  house.  At  Fredericktown,  a  new  floor 
has  been  laid  in  the  office.  At  Independence,  new  foundations  have 
been  placed  under  the  horse  power  at  the  elevator,  and  the  stock 
yard,  50x84  feet,  rebuilt.  The  stock  chute  at  Bellville  has  been  re- 
built ;  eight  braces  renewed  in  the  turn-table,  and  extensive  repairs 
made  to  the  coal  chutes,  at  Alta ;  new  sills  and  floor  have  been  placed 
in  the  Avarehouse,  and  100  feet  of  the  fence  around  the  stock  yard  re- 
built at  Plymouth.  At  Prouts,  the  depot  has  been  raised,  new 
foundations  placed  under  one  side,  and  the  floors  in  ticket  office,  and 
one  room  of  the  dwelling,  renewed.  At  Sandusky,  2,000  square  feet 
of  freight  house  dock  have  been  replanked ;  12,000  square  feet  of 
platform  on  coal  dock  raised  and  rebuilt,  and  extensive  repairs  made 
to  the  ore  and  coal  handling  apparatus.  2,346  square  feet  of  passen- 
ger platform  have  been  rebuilt  at  Mansfield,  Centerton,  Monroe ville 
and  Prouts ;  and  the  platform  at  freight  house,  Sandusky,  has  been 
rebuilt.

— At  Shelby  Junction  the  bottom  of  the  tub  has 
been  lined,  and  three  posts  in  the  trestle  renewed,'  and  at  Sandusky 
some  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  tub. 

Coxstructio:n"  a^-d  Improvemekt. 

.76  miles  of  siding  have  been  built.  275  feet  lineal  of  trestle  work 
have  had  the  wooden  stringers  replaced  with  iron  I  beams.  13  j 
cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  at  bridges  Xos.  3  and  4,  com- 
pleting the  abutments  and  piers  for  iron  superstructures.  At  each 
of  these  points  new  iron  bridges,  constructed  at  the  Company's  shops 
at  Mt.  Clare,  have  been  erected,  as  follows :  At  ]^o.  3,  two  spans,  re- 
spectively 106  feet  6  inches  and  71  feet  long,  from  centers  of  end 
pins,  and  at  Xo.  4,  two  spans,  respectively  122  feet  6  inches  and  71 
feet  long,  from  centers  of  end  pins.  At  ]S"ewark,  the  passenger  plat- 
form and  grounds,  and  the  shop  and  freight  yard  in  East  Newark, 
are  now  lighted  by  electricity ;  a  power  house  for  the  electric  light, 
8x20  feet;  a  shed  over  the  flue  cleaners,  9x22  feet;  a  hose  house, 
8x12  feet;  a  store  house  for  brass  foundry,  12x12  feet,  and  an  addi- 
tion to  the  power  house,  18x30  feet,  have  been  built.  A  coal  house, 
10x10  feet,  at  Independence;  a  hand  car  house,  10x12  feet,  at  Mon- 
roeville,  and  300  square  feet  of  platform,  at  Shelbytown,  have  been 
built.  A  new  iron  roof  has  been  placed  on  the  water  station  at  New 
Haven ;  a  new  pump  placed  in  the  power  house,  and  86  feet  of  6-inch 
pipe  and  48  feet  of  4-inch  pipe  laid  at  Lexington,  and  270  feet  of 
3-inch  pipe  laid  at  Mt.  Vernon.

Railway. — 343  tons  of  steel  rail  were  used  during  the  year. 
15.05  miles  of  track  have  been  reballasted,  and  17.58  miles  of 
fence  have  been  rebuilt.  99,206  cross-ties  were  used,  including 
those  laid  in  new  sidings. 

Bridges. — 319  feet  lineal  of  small  trestles,  and  trestle  ISFo. 
60  and  the  Elkhart  trestle,  have  been  rebuilt.  The  bridges 
over  the  Auglaize,  Maumee  and  Calumet  rivers  have  been 
painted.  The  County  Eoad  bridges  at  Woodville,  west  of 
Coburg,  and  1|-  miles  east  of  Albion,  have  been  rebuilt,  and  the 
one  west  of  Albion  extensively  repaired. 

Depots  and  Buildings. — A  partition  has  been  placed  in  the 
depot  at  Tiffin  to  divide  the  ticket  and  telegraph  offices,  and 
the  second  story  of  the  building  fitted  up  for  use  of  the  Division 
Freight  Agent.  The  dwelling  at  Mark  Center  has  been  moved 
and  converted  into  a  passenger  depot.  At  Auburn  Junction,  the 
barn  on  the  Company^s  farm,  and  the  transfer  house  at  Wabash 
Crossing,  and  the  stock  yards  at  Garrett,  Napanee  and  Alida 
have  been  rebuilt.  The  depot  at  Milford  Junction  has  been 
moved  to  the  Company^s  farm  and  fitted  up  for  a  dwelling,  to 
which  the  freight  house,  16x20  feet,  formerly  at  Mark  Center, 
has  been  added.  At  Garrett,  rooms  for  offices  for  the  Division 
Superintendent  have  been  fitted  up  in  the  passenger  depot ;  a 
new  office  fitted   up  for  the   Master  Mechanic  at   the  shops,  the 
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gas  machine  at  depot  repaired,  and  the  former  paint  shop  moved 
and  fitted  up  for  use  of  Car  Eepairer.  The  roof  of  the  freight 
house  at  Chicago  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  skylights 
put  in,  and  the  water  closet  at  the  freight  depot  has  been  re- 
built. 4,954  square  feet  of  passenger  platform  have  been  re- 
built at  St.  Joe,  Sherwood,  Delaware  Bend,  Cromwell,  Hoyts 
and  Wellsboro;  16,000  square  feet  of  team  track  rebuilt  at 
Chicago,  and  1,680  square  feet  of  sidewalk  at  Garrett. 

IVater  Stations. — The  tanks  at  Tiffin,  Attica,  Ridgefield, 
Bloomdale,  North  Baltimore  and  Defiance,  and  two  tanks  at 
Garrett,  have  been  painted. 

Construction"  and  Improvement. 

21  new  cattle  guards  have  been  built,  and  2,242  feet  lineal  of 
trestle  work  filled  and  converted  into  embankment.  7.36  miles 
of  new  wire  fence,  and  9.33  miles  of  siding  have  been  built. 

429.^,1  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  built  in  new  cul- 
verts at  Nos.  1,  347,  348,  349,  351,  352,  379  and  380,  and  6 
cubic  yards  in  parapet  wall  at  culvert  at  reservoir,  Chicago 
Junction.  A  new  trestle,  12  feet  long,  has  been  built  in  the 
extension  of  the  siding  at  Milford  Junction,  and  402  feet  lineal 
of  iron  I  beams  have  been  substituted  for  wooden  stringers  on 
trestles.  At  Defiance,  two  spans  of  plate  gir.der,  each  34  feet 
6  inches  long,  have  been  erected  over  AYashiugton  street,  and 
one  span  of  lattice  girder,  68  feet  10  inches  long,  over  Francis 
street. 

1361^  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  foundation 
for  machinery  at  the  shops  at  Chicago  Junction,  Garrett  and 
South  Chicago.  At  Garrett,  95.^4  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have 
been  laid  in  foundations  for  boiler  house  and  steam  heating 
boiler ;  vault  for  water  closet  at  the  shops ;  ash  pit  and  manhole 
in  the  sewer,  and  four  square  yards  of  pavement  laid  in  the 
boiler  room.      Extensive  improvements   have  been   made  at  this 
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station  for  building  cars;  the  following  buildings  have  been 
erected:  A  car  shop,  80x312  feet;  a  carpenter  shop,  24x36 
feet  ;  a  saw  shop,  72x136  feet,  with  ens^ine  room  attached, 
16x36  feet;  truck  and  bolt  shop,  40x48  feet;  paint  shop, 
24x36  feet  ;  and  brick  boiler  house,  24x36  feet.  The  grounds 
upon  which  these  buildings  have  been  erected  has  been  thoroughly 
drained,  and  a  new  transfer  track  built  at  the  car  shop.  A 
shop  for  the  bridge  carpenters,  26x72  feet,  and  a  water  closet, 
8x20  feet,  have  been  built.  Four  new  wells,  each  60  feet  in 
depth,  have  been  sunk,  for  additional  water  supply.  5,100 
square  feet  of  platform  have  been  built  at  Garrett  and  Chicago, 
and  2,560  square  feet  of  brick  sidewalk  at  North  Baltimore. 
The  depot  at  Hamler  has  been  enlarged  and  painted,  and  the  one 
at  Auburn  Junction  has  been  remodelled  and  enlarged.  The 
pump  in  the  water  station  at  Tiffin  has  been  replaced  with  one 
of  greater  capacity  ;  four  new  wells,  each  fifty  feet  deep,  have 
been  sunk  at  Hicksville,  and  three  wells,  each  fifty-eight  feet 
deep,  at  Wellsboro.  At  South  Chicago,  a  coach  house,  52x324 
feet,  and  a  car  cleaner's  house,  12x16  feet,  have  been  erected. 
86  cubic  yards  of  masonry  have  been  laid  in  turn-table  pit  and 
in  enlarging  the  doors  of  the  car  shop.  A  new  turn-table  has 
been  erected,  and  steam  heaters  are  being  placed  in  the  shop 
buildings. 

The  target  erected  last  year  at  Alida,  has  been  moved  to  the 
crossing  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  at  South  Chicago,  where 
a  two  story  signal  house  has  been  erected  in  conjunction  with  that 
Company. 

A  new  street  has  been  opened  in  South  Chicago,  known  as 
Commercial  avenue,  requiring  this  Company  to  construct  4,000 
square  feet  of  crossing  and  600  square  feet  of  sidewalk.  100 
feet  of  6-inch  pipe  and  565  feet  of  2-inch  pipe,  have  been  laid 
at  South  Chicago  ;  1,490  feet  of  3-inch  pipe,  at  Garrett  and 
South  Chicago,  and  250  feet  of  1-inch  pipe,  at  Chicago. 
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New  machinery  has  been  added  to  the  shop  at  Garrett  as  fol- 
lows :  one  steam  hammer^  one  moulding  machine,  one  No.  31 
double  R.  M.  exhaust,  new  belting,  three  saws  and  16  emery 
wheels.  A  portion  of  the  machinery  formerly  in  use  at  Zanes- 
ville,  and  the  Buckeye  -Car  Shops,  at  Columbus  has  been  moved 
to  this  station,  and  the  machine  plant  at  Chicago  Junction  and 
South  Chicago  has  likewise  had  valuable  additions  made  to  it 
from  the  plant  formerly  in  use  at  Zanesville. 

Motive  Pov^er  and  Rolling  Stock. 

During  the  year  twenty  locomotives  have  been  built  at  the  Mt. 
Clare  shops,  two  have  been  purchased,  three  rebuilt,  and  four  ac-. 
quired  from  additional  operated  lines.  Five  of  the  engines  built 
are  of  the  consolidation  pattern,  for  freight  traffic,  and  weigh 
107,250  lbs.  each  ;  four,  of  the  Mogul  pattern,  for  freight  traffic, 
and  weigh  113,200  lbs.  each  ;  five,  for  the  passenger  service,  of 
94,300  lbs.  weight,  each,  and  six  for  the  passenger  service,  of 
101,300  lbs.  weight,  each,  and  during  the  year,  one  heavy  B.  & 
0.  engine  was  exchanged  for  two  P.  &  C.  engines,  of  lighter 
weights.  The  net  result  of  these  transactions,  including  the 
transfer  of  thirty-five  engines  to  the  P.  &  C.  Company,  shows 
685  locomotives  in  service  October  1,  1886,  of  which  number 
599  belong  to  the  B.  &  0.  Company,  and  86  to  its  leased  and 
operated  lines. 

1,212  cars  have  been  built  at  the  Company's  shops  during  the 
year,  one  car  has  been  replaced  by  the  railroad  destroying  it,  and 
30  oil  tank  cars  have  been  purchased.  Of  the  1,212  cars  built 
by  the  Company,  eighteen  were  for  the  passenger  service  and 
1,194  for  freight  service.  Six  of  the  cars  for  passenger  service, 
including  one  dining  and  two  parlor  cars,  have  paper  wheels. 
The  freight  cars  consist  of  27  stock  cars,  with  air  brake  ;  3  box, 
69  iron  coal  cars,  976  gondolas,  81  side  dumps,  6  flats,  2  acid 
tanks,  2  refrigerators  and  28  cabooses.     At  the  close  of  the  year^ 
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the  car  equipment  consisted  of  22,736  cars,  of  which  526  were 
in  the  passenger  service  and  22,210  in  the  freight  service.  Of 
these  numbers,  456  of  the  cars  in  the  passenger  service  and  19,- 
931  in  the  freight  service,  an  aggregate  of  20,387  cars,  are  the 
property  of  the  B.  &  0.  Company,  the  remainder,  including  1,975 
cars  transfered  to  the  P.  &  C.  Company,  belong  to  the  leased 
and  operated  lines  of  this  Company.

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Sleeping,  Paklor  and  Dining  Cars. 

One  dining  car  and  two  parlor  cars,  each  with  six-wheel  trucks 
and  paper  wheels,  have  been  built  at  the  Company^s  shops  at  Mt. 
Clare.  Two^  sleeping  cars  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and 
two  dining  cars  and  fifty  sleepers  have  been  repaired.  The  equip- 
ment of  this  branch  of  the  service  now  consists  of  sixty-one 
sleepers,  six  parlor  and  three  dining  cars. 

Bureau  of  Experiments  and  Tests. 

The  inspection  and  analysis  of  the  materials  entering  into  the 
Company's  service  during  the  year,  has  required  440  chemical 
and  3,948  physical  tests. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 

of  the  fidelity  and  efficiency  with  which  the  officers  and  men,  in 

the  various  branches  of  the  service,  have  discharged  the  duties 

assigned  them.
